Pray ing alway s with all p ray er and su p p lica­ 
tio n in the Sp irit, (Ep hesians 6 :18 ). 


Jesu s Christ and His ap o stles mad e it clear bo th 
by p ractice and p recep t that p ray er was d ifficu lt 
bu siness. On the mo u ntain, in Gethsemane, and in 
the u p p er ro o m, the p attern o f p ray er was alway s 
a ru gged o ne. It is no task fo r the co ward . There 
are so me reaso ns why the ex ercise o f p ray er is 
d ifficu lt. 
The p resence o f d emo nic fo rces makes p ray er 
d ifficu lt. In Ep hesians 6 :12, we read : “Fo r we 
wrestle no t against flesh and blo o d , bu t against 
p rincip alities, against p o wers, against the ru lers o f 
the d arkness o f this wo rld , against sp iritu al wicked ­ 
ness in high p laces.” If y o u believ e scrip tu ral p ray ­ 
ing is easy , lo o k at this o ft-rep eated wo rd , “against”, 
in this p assage. Pray er takes the Christian u p 
“Against” so mething. It isn’t that y o u are go ing 
befo re Go d to d eclare war against so mething o r 
so meo ne; it is simp ly that when y o u walk into the 
p ray er clo set and clo se the d o o r y o u walk into the 
war zo ne — was has alread y been d eclared , and o n 
y o u ! No , this is no t sp iritu alism; it is simp ly rec­ 
o gnizing that the sp irit o f Satan is o p p o sing o u r 
sp iritu al co mmu nio n.
